The Garctle de France remarking that the 
cities in Avia, ceded by the Ponte to the Rus- 
sians, without being considerable ia them- 
selves, acquire importance from their position, 
gives the following observations on this subject, 
collected from the notes of modern travellers, 
and chiefly from those of M. Gamoa, the 
Frenen Consul at Teriis:—*Situated upon 
the coast of Circassia, between the 44th and 
45 degrees of latitude, Anapa is improperly con- 
swered as an Asiatic city. A short distance se- 
parates it from the Gulf of Taman, and conse- 
quently from the sea of Azof and from the pen- 
The Turks founded this estab- 
lishinent in 1784, when the Russians had occu- 
pred Taman, which before that period was the 
principal market of the Circassians. Anapa was 
the residence of a Pacha. Its situation and its 
possession was so much the more important to 
the Turks, as it served them as a means of com- 
munication not only with the Mussulman in- 
habitanta of Caucasus, but, probably, with the 
Sunnite Vartars of Bukaria, who ecknokledged 
the Sultan for their Caliph or religious chief.— 
From the distance of this communication, it 
must be taken for granted that between Der- 
bent and ‘Irislar there existed one or more 
points of embarkation, and also that the Black 
Sea was passed over in order to gain the Gulf of 
Mengischlack. One thing at least is certain, 
that the Khan of Bokara sent every three years 
three millions in gold to the Sultan, and receiv- 
ed an embassy charged to thank him for that ser- 
vice. Now, it ie difficult to point out any other 
route that this emassy could have taken, than 
that of the interior of Caucassus, which extends 
in ite whole length from Anapa to the Black 
Sea. The passage by Persia and Kourdistan 
would present much danger. The population 
of Anapa does not yet amount to beyond 3,000, 
of which one-third are Turks; the rest, Circas- 
sians, Armenians, and Greeks. The last were 
rigidly watched, and treated as captives. The 
fortress of Anapa mounts 80 brass cannons, It 
was takea in 1807 by the Russians, and it is a 
fact worthy of observation, that they were head- 
ed by two Frenchmen, ‘The Duke of Richelieu 
commanded the land force, and the Marquis of 
Traversay the floct. After the peace of 1812 
Anapa was restored to the Porte,—a measure so 
contrary to the interest of Russia, that it could 
only be executed on the part of General Koutous- 
off, the negociator for peace, by the urgent 
necessity of disposing of the army of Moldavia 
against the French, who were about to attack 
The Pacha of Anapa excited a con- 
tinual state of hostilities between the people of 
Caucasus and the Russians.

In the Vinainta Convention, the Basis 
of Representatian again became the subject 
of debate on Wednesday last. The Ricnmonp 
Enquirer, of Thursday, says:—“The first 
scene was full of the deepest interest. Nosoon- 
er was the question propounded from the Chair, 
than Mr. Madison arose to address the Commit- 
tee! It was the first time he had spoken since 
the first day, when he had nominated Mr. Mon- 
roe to the Chair of the Convention. No sooner 
was he upon his feet, than the members from 
all parts of the Hall (with the exception of not 
more than ten) gathered round him to catch the 
loweat accents from his tongue. He was as 
near as he could get to the Chair—and his voiee 
was low and weak ; but his sentences were round- 
ing and complete; and its annunciation, though 
tremulous and full of feeling, was distinct to 
those who heard him. We shall fay before our 
readers, in our next, att authentic report of this 
Address. It will speak for itself. To sum up 
the whole, Mr. M. declared himself in favour of 
a compromise ; of surrendering one branch of the 
Legislatare to the federal basis, for reasons 
which he gave at length, instead of compounding 
both branches out of both the “bases. But he 
did not cast the characters and assign to cach 
House its appropriate basis. His votes will 
soon run out his principles into practice. We 
should think that no man could hear him—could 
hea; these patriotic strains from lips whose elo- 
quence has so often ‘chained listening Senates,’”’ 
and who fills such ‘a large space in the eycs of 
mankind,’’ without feeling a profound sense of 
veneration for the venerable Qrator.

Mr. Chairman: though I did mean to 
debate these propositions with all the strength 
that God had given me, never did I rise with 
the same embarrassment, as I have experienced 
on this occasion. I went to work with the 
honest purpose of compromise. I met with dif- 
ficulties without number, from quarters where I 
expected only support. I thought I had done 
ample justice to the West, and at the same time 
had done full justice to the East, and I expected 
the support of the East, at least, if of no other 
part of the Commonwealth: judge then what was 
my surprise and affliction when my good friend 
from Richmond, (Marshall,) gets up and ezpress- 
es his approbation of my plan, and, in the next 
breath, says that he will accept that of the gentlo- 
man from Frederick, (Mr. Cook.) Up gets the 
gentleman from Loudoun, (Mr. Mercer) and 
thanks his honored and venerable and venerated 
friend from Richmond, for saying that he will 
vote for their proposition, and immediately after, 
another gentleman from Loudoun, (Mr. Hender- 
son.) made an occasion to say, that his highly 
venerated friend was his political father—that 
he took delight in following his lessons, and 
that it is gratifying to his heart to find that his 
very venerable friend from Richmond, was 
willing to take what they proposed to give, if 
he could not get what he preferred. But, sir, 
have we heard one word like a purpose to meet 
the generous spirit of that gentleman with a like 
generous spirit? Any, the least, intimation, that 
if their proposition feiled, they would accede 
to his? Not one word. Not one word, Sir—not 
aeyllable. To our affections they make their 
appeal with confidence: but when we in 
return make our appeal to the feelings of old 
Virginia, or new Virginia from them, we hear 
not one breath out of their lips. The generous 
and affectionate disposition of the gentleman 
from Richmond they applaud and countenance— 
‘but they—they will yield nothing. They were 
called upon to stand firm, and firm they stand. 
The gentlemaa from Loudoun, (Mr. Henper- 
son,) is willing to follow the gentleman from 
Richmond, as his political father in his wisdom, 
his virtue, his prudence, his good sense; he has 
the most unbounded reliance upon all of it:—and 
then he tells him, it is his vote he wants, and not 
his advice. It is his vote he values; yet at the same 
instant, he must have known that the gentleman 
had said he would take their propositions only 
as a last resort, and that he had recommended 
mine. Sir, | beg the gentleman from Loudoun, 
to act fairly, and to follow the advice of the gen- 
tleman from Richmond: but if it is not that, but 
his vote only that he wants, then let him come 
out fairly and openly and say so. It is not hia vote 
only that I want, I shall get that; I want his 
support: I want his weight of character: I am 
here feeble, and almost alone: alone, at least, in 
this, that I am the only one who think it proper 
to debate this ground. I want such support as 
he gave to the system of the county courts; let 
me have that support firmly and steadily: let me 
have the weight of his mind: and then the pro- 
priety of that proposition will be more percepti- 
ble to the House.

his private correspondence. These een men 
went from New Orleans to Havana, and were 
known in this place, where they resided for a 
time. 
HAVANA, Sep. 27, 1829. 

Dear Sir.—Nothing particular has occurred 
since your departure, pt the tion of 
the two unfortunate young men for murder, yes- 
terday, of which you requested me to furnish 
you an account. Their fates occasioned an in- 
tense interest in the minds of the people of Ha- 
vana, whether natives or foreigners; the former 
actwated by commisseration for the unhappy 
sufferers, the latter by a vehement desire to sve 
which was most powerful the laws or monéy.— 
This time, however, wonderful to say, justice 
triumphed over corruption. They were garro- 





ted, not hung, the commutation of t 
from an i death to one of a ndw gentle- 
manly clase, being brought about either by the 
influence of their friends or by their aristrocra- 


tical claime to better treatment than is awarded 
to plebean criminals. 

About 5 o'clock yesterday morning I repaired 
to the usual place of execution at the Punta, 
and found the platform erected and the Garrote 
fixed.
